and rational. 


The difficulty of dealing with existing 
conditions and the needs of widely sep- 
arated geographical divisions present 
many complex phases of the subject. 


"It is difficult for conservative think- 


ing men to agree as to the great prin- 
ciples involved, but there is a wide dif- 
ference of opinion as to the detail of 
methods. .

this act, and to permanently insane or 
idiotic minors who had. reached their 
majority.

disbursing clerk and the chief statisti- 
cian out of the classified service as pro- 
vided in the original bill.

Pacific reorganization committee lor 
the govetnment's interest in the Kan- 
sas Pacific railroad, which was prompt- 
ly declined, the government has re- 
ceived no intimation as to the pur- 
poses of the committee with respect to 
the sale set for Dsc.

TERRITORIAL GOVERNOR 


Should Be Elected, According to Hie 


Views of Delegate Smith. 


"Washington Dec. 10. — Delegate 


Smith of Arizona introduced . a bill 
..which provides for the election on the 


first Monday in November, 1S98, of the 
following territorial officers, who shall 
hold office lor four years unless other- 
wise prescribed by the legislative as- 
sembly of the 
territory: 
Governor 


secretary of state, auditor, treasurer, 
attorney general, superintendent of 
public instruction, 
one 
chief justice 


and three associate justices of the su- 
preme court. 


All other territorial officers are to be 


appointed 'by the governor by and with 
the consent of the territorial council. 
The salary and compensation of these 
officers shall be paid at the time and in 
the manner prescribed by law. 


At present the governor and secreta- 


ry are appointed by the president of 
the United States and confirmed by the 
senate. The other officers named are 
appointed by the governor and confirm- 
ed by the territorial council. 


Senator Hanna of Ohio is a very 


sick man, and his physician has order- 
ed absolute rest. 


Secretary Long of the navy express- 


ed the hope that the present civil serv- 
ice system will not be impaired. 


Secretary Gage has adopted a plan
